A VERY PECULIAR PEOPLE. 



Borne of the Customs Obsorveil by tho 
Russian nml Polish Jhws. 

(Philadelphia Record.! 

In that section of the city south of 
Lombard strrot, between Second aud 
Tenth streets, there have settled withiti 
the past ten years many bund reds of l»us 
siau, Bulgarian, Polish, Roumanian, nnd 
Servian .iews, and by the peculiarities of 
their habits and customs they have built 
up an exclusive community of their own. 
Even in the slums there is an aristocracy 
of wealth among them, but many a husky- 
tongued fakir who tramps the streets 
■with his tray of collar buttons cr other 
trash, has dived deep into the mysteries of 
the Kabala, or lias in his mind great 
stores of Talmutlic lore. 

Tho condition of hundreds of tho 
wretched Immigrants is miserable in tho 
extreme. Jn t atharino, St. Mary, arid} 
Bedford streets they live in huddleq 
masses. Most of these Hebrews arp ex- 
ceedingly pious, In t he morning they 
turn their faces to the e::st, and while 
binding back and forth mutter m hurried, 
ipnps the guttural notes of a Hebrew 
prayer.' Somo of tho shrewder ampiif; 
them have become very powerful by suirt' 
ipg"s|ores to supply the little fakirs, and 
peddlers, and two of those men liavi 
fnade small fortunes at this business. 

Ir all tholr poverty those people adheri 
with superstitious pertinacity to the 
dietary laws prescribed by tho Mosaic 
coda All meats must be kosher ( clean) 
or no .lew will defile himself by eating 
thereof. There is a kosher ico doaler, 
for they are afraid to use tho ordinary ico, 
fearing it is not clean. There are oven 
kosher bootblacks who do not use tho 
ordinary blacking. 

Thore ara a number of shules, or con- 
gregations, among them, Tho rabbi is 
Bometlmes a shoemaker or a peddler, but 
when he enters the shule, with his silken 
taleth upon his shoulders, he is a changed 
man. 

Then* were two Polish weddings the 
otfcer day. Four poles ar« erected, and ' 
over this is thrown a garment worn in ' 
in the i /nagogue, which forms a sort of 
canopy. Lnder this the rabbi slowly I 
goes, and the bride and groom are brought l 
before him, she with her neck bare and i 
he with his collar unbuttoned. Their ; 
troths are plighted, the glass Is broken,' 
and the two are declared wedded. Theh 
follows the Polish wedding dance, which; 
is'ty mixture of a hop. 's'Kip. aud J^nrn 
The rabbi's feo is made up iu free will 
offerings. Of course, the wedding is at 
lender} by many friends of the twaja. 
•fhpy'gp to tho rnhbi. and upon payment 
pf a small sum the holy man offers up a 
plpssing for the couplu, and of the sum sq 
obtained be makes his marriage fee.

He drunk nothing bu't small 
bBor, and ids worst orgies wore formidable 
feasts of fruit aud icos. Ho loft his mil-

"THE WOODS FULL OF 
THEM." 

Blood-Curdliug Description of 
a Circus Collapse. 

A Memphis, Tenn., despatch says: 
There is a reign of terror, in tho vicin- 
ity of St. Francis, Ark., a village twen- 
ty miles west of this city, on the l\Ieni- 
phis, Springfield S: Kansas City Hail- 
road. The woods are filled with fierce 
tigers, lions, jaguars, hyenas nnd other 
animals crazy with the taste of blood, 
and the inhabitants of the little village 
are barricaded in their houses earnestly 
praying for relief to arrive. Boa con- 
strictors freed from their cages crawl 
through the deserted streets and the 
how'lH of tho laughing- by enas make 
deep impossible. The particulars of 
the sudden changing of the peaceful 
village into a raging bedlam of savage 
beasts were received here this after- 
noon. A crowd of villagers had as- 
sembled on the depot plsuform awaiting 
the arrival of the train containing John 
B. Doris' circus and tue»ag«rie. The 
train consisted of twenty cars, and was 
just rushing into the yard at a good 
Bpeed when the engine run oil' the track 
followed by a dozen cars containing 
the animals. The big performing ele- 
phant, 141 years old, became crazed 
with fear, and breaking through the 
side of his car as if it were hut paste 
board, dashed toward the assembled 
people trumpeting loudly and waving 
his trunk frautieally in the air. While 
the ppople were rushing to their homos 
for shelter many of the other animals 
escaped from the overturned cars, and 
the streets of the village were soon 
filled with them The big elephant 
snatched the 10 year-old son of drug- 
gist John Anson from the stoop of his 
father's residence and threw the boy a 
distance of twenty fe«t. While the 
child lay groaning the big lion Jupiter 
broke from his cage, followed by the 
lioness J uno and her two cubs. They 
quickly toro the boy to pieces, and the 
hyenas ami jackals snarled nnd fought 
over the bones. The elephant seemed 
mad with excitement, and placing his 
immense head against the ear contain- 
ing the tigers, he tipped it over and 
broke open the cages. The smell of 
blood infuriated the latter animals, and 
tho few men who had ventured upon 
the streets were forced to seek .safety 
in Hying to their residence. The car 
containing the snakes, some of which 
were over fifteen feet in length, caught 
lire and many of the reptiles were 
burned to death. Those which escaped 
crawled through the streets hissing 
with passion. The villagers kept up a 
fusilade of revolvers and shotguns upon 
the animals, and gradually drove them 
into the woods. The big elephant was 
captured by his keeper and returned to 
his cur, and several of the other ani- 
mals were corraled by the circus em- 
ployes and confined in their cages. 
There are still several blood- thirsty 
animals roaming in the woo ls near the 
village, and many of the inhabitants 
are afraid to venture upon the streets 
The circus continued on its way this 
morning. 

Mr. Doris offers a lurge reward for 
the capture of the escaped members of 
his menagerie, and several young men 
of this city are organizing a rifle club 
to raise the siege and put an end to 
the horrors which now alllict the peo- 
ple of St. Francis. 

F ICELAND. 

Pamell Preparing ^ CQiietitu- 
' lion." 

New York, Nov. 1.— The World's 
Dublin correspondent says: ''I have the 
best reason for knowing that Parnell 
is at work on a proposed Irish consti- 
tution. So cautious a man is not likely 
to undertake the construction of a pro 
|iosal of such great gravity uulei>3 he is 
convinced that the hour is at hand 
when the question of home ruin will 
have to be dealt with practically, and 
vague schemes of the agitator replaced 
by the carefully adjusted working mod- 
el of the statesman. The lines on which 
Parnell'a schemes are drawn are a 
modification of Qrattati'a parliament, 
so as to meet the democratic progress 
of the age, The Irish leader will pro- 
pose to abolish the house of lords, and 
that the new parliament shall have a 
single chamber, having power over all 
purely Irish affairs, with some kind of a 
veto reserve for Ireland. The lord lieu 
tenantcy is to be abolished. Imperial 
matters, such as the army, the navy 
and national defense, ^re to be left in 
charge of the English houso of com- 
mons. The English parliament is to 
have no power to make or alter the 
laws of Ireland. The scheme is riot ful- 
ly workecj q'ir, b^t \ give the main 
lines on which it will proceed."

SIK LEONARD TILLEY. 

A dispatch to the Toronto Mail of Oc- 
tober 20th says: "It is understood that 
Sir Leonard Tilley has forwarded his 
resignation of the position of linance 
minister to the premier. Sir Henry 
Thompaon recently sent Sir Leonard a 
letter in which iio expressed his disap- 
pointment that unfavorable symptoms 
have appeared which give him (Sir Henry) 
considerable anxiety, as ho fears inflam- 
mation of the bladder may have been in- 
duced by the dysentery which troubled 
Sir Leonard after his return to Ottawa. 
The information that Sir Leonard has 
asked to be relioved from duty will be 
learned with deop regret, as it has been 
noped that ho would be able to continue 
hi3 valuable services to Canada. It iB 
Btill hoped that a more favorable condi- 
tion of health may lead to his continuance 
in the government, even if he feels unable 
to continue in the position he has filled 
with such general acceptance for so many 
years. " To which the Mail adds editorially : 
Thl public, regardless of politics, will 
learn with profound regret that, in obe- 
dience to the orders of his physicians, Sir 
Leonard Tilley has been compelled to 
rosign his portfolio as minister of finance. 
It will bo remenfWed that Sir Leonard 
was taken with a serious illness last ses- 
sion, and went to England to consult Sir 
Henry Thompson and other ex- 
Derta in the treatment of diseases of the 
bladder. He returned to Canada three 
months ago Bomewhat improved in health, 
acd it was believed that a period of rest 
would once moro restore him. But it is 
announced in a special despatch from St. 
John this morning that unfavorable symp- 
toms have sot in, and that the sufferer 
has been forced to relinquish his old post, 
though he may still remain in the cabi- 
net. Sir Loonard is well known through- 
out Canada. His eareer for ovor thirty 
years has been the history of his native 
province, and since confederation he Iihs 
been one of the principal figures in the 
Dominion. No man stands higher in the 
estimation of the people, and wo are sura 
the hope that he may be spared to the 
councils of the country will be echoed in 
evory Canadian breast to day. 

TUE ELECTIONS. 

So far as the returns were received last 
night the democrats in New York were 
ahead. All the state officers were required 
to be elected. The contest has been keen 
and spirited. The party organs lashed 
tho people into a furious state of excite- 
ment and every possible vote was polled. 
The contest has been invested with more 
than usual interest for the reason that the 
discontented republicans who could not 
accept Blaine and voted for Cleveland, 
voted their own party ticket on this occa- 
lion. Cleveland carried New York and 
won the presidency by only 1492 votes. 
If tho democrats have now won an elec- 
tion without the aid of the disaffected re- 
publicans the vote of the latter would not 
seem to be of as much importanco as has 
been imagined.

SOUTHERN STATES. 

Virginia, Nov. 3. — The election in 
Virginia to-day was for governor, lieut.- 
govemor and attorney-general. Also un 
entire new house anif senate. Of tho 
new senators to be elected 7 are now re- 
publicans and 14 democrats. Complete 
returns aro. not in yet. " 

Richmond, Va., Nov. 3. — Returns re- 
ceived up to 7:30 p. m. from about forty 
voting precincts, including voting places 
in several doubtful counties, show not 
democratic gains of about 1500, 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Nov. o 1 . — Tho Sun says 
Hill, democratic, is elected by a hand- 
some majority. 

The Tribune says half tho districts 
heard from in Brooklyn indicate Hill's 
majority will bu 13,000 there. 

Six hundred and forty-three out of 712 
districts in this oily give Davenport 69,- 
627; Hill 117,244. 

New York, Nov. 3.— The World says: 
The democratic counties are giving a uni- 
form increase over the Cleveland voto 
last year. 

The Sun snya that Hill has carried 
KingB county by about 11,000 majority, 
and i? certainly elected by moro than 15,- 
000. Ha carries Schuyler county by 13. 
Rhine's majority in this county was 577. 

The World snys 700 out of 712 districts 
in New York city give Hill a majority of 
46,701. 

The Herald says Hill carries Oswego 
county by 100. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 3. — Forty out of 
sixty-seven counties in Pennsylvania indi- 
cate a republican majority of over 30,000. 

WASHINGTON. 
Washington, Nov. 3. — The secretary 
of state has received accounts of tho 
wreck of the American bark Cashmere of 
Boston. On the 11th of September the 
vessel, which was laden with 24,000 cases 
of kerosene, when about 150 miles from 
Tanagashima Island, near Van Dieinan's 
straits, encountered a Bevore typhoon. 
She was wrecked on the 1.1th. Seven of 
the fifteen men composing the crew suc- 
ceeded in launching the only boat. With' 
out water, food or clothing they cast 
themselves adrift, finally reaching Tana- 
gashima Island, where they were conveyed 
to Canagashina, and thence to Oshaka. 

TRXAS. 

Galveston, Nov. 3. — A strike of con- 
siderable magnitude was inaugurated here 
this afternoon by tho Knights of Labor. 
The trouble arose from the refusal of the 
agont of the Mallory line steamers to 
withdraw colored longshoremen from tho 
Mallory wharf where they had been work- 
ing for tlie past week, replacing the 
striking longshoremen, Tho strikers join- 
ed the Knighta of Labor and this organi- 
zation has undertaken to restore white 
longshoremen. All Knights of Labor em- 
ployed by the Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fe R. R. and Missouri Pacific in this city 
have gono out under orders from tho State 
executive committee. The Knights of 
Labor in the associated cotton compresses 
of this city have also struck, and four 
great cotton presses uro idle, and hand- 
ling freight by railroads is paralyzed.

London, Oct. 17. 

There is at length an authoritative 
statement as to the probable time of the 
genoral election. A Dublin gentleman 
has received from tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury a letter indicating the 17th of No - 
vember as about tho most likely date. 
The announcement is calculated to double 
the activity of those already active, and 
to hasten the thick of thu electoral con- 
test, The people most to be pitied in the 
meantime are those doomed to read poli- 
tical speeches. A Midland local preacher 
of strong conservative tendencies, engag- 
ing in prayer, found himself driven by his 
patriotic zeal to add to the UBual petitions 
for Quooii and parliament distinct refer- 
ence to the government in power, and in 
his fervid colloquial way he thus ttesired 
their unity and continuance in power: 
"Lord bless this government and help 
them to hang together. " To which an 
enthusiastic radical gave tho enthusiastic 
respunsa, "Amen, Lord, but not as thy 
servant meaneth." It is obvious that a 
multiplication of prayers with theso anti- 
phonal effects might lead to still more 
energetic discussion. Ho must havo been 
u wise old man, that Cardinal Do Hernia, 
who, before dying, exclaimed, "This 
world will end in words detached from 
their meaning!" We have got rid of that 
abuse of the sober logician's word, "Dem- 
onstration," since the cold October winds 
began to blow its new-fangled synonym 
of numbers and noise from the fields,

On her side, Fraulein 
Kaunler, probably fired by the thought of 
the kisses, did not even wait to write a 
reply, but took her ticket, and is now at 
Castle Garden, the depot of the commis- 
sioners of emigration. It appears that she 
has been detained 'here because the 
matron of the establishment deemed it 
prudent to make certain inquiries about 
Bellman before committing tho girl to his 
tender charge. Tho lutter point is to be 
considered highly satisfactory, since it 
shown that proper caution is made to go 
alongside with pleasing facilities m the 
matrimonial line. 

THE REVIEW 

which was to have taken place at Thorn- 
clilfe on Saturday, in tho presence of the 
Duke of Cambridge, seems to have been 
postponed in consequence of the unfavor- 
able weather. The British soldier is made 
of stout material, and should make light 
of trifles such as a ducking, On the other 
hand, one day is as good as another for 
the purposo of holding a review, and 
there is no reason, therefore, why in the 
piping times of peace, his comfort should 
not be studied.

The gonorid annual 
return of the army for the past yoar has 
just been completed, and itidicatos a 
satisfactory decrease in crime. Tho total 
number of trials by court-martial has 
been less than in any yoar since 1872; 
and taking the avorago strength of the 
army, the proportion shows a diminution 
as compared with any provious year re- 
corded. While the graver offences have 
thus diminished in a very pleasing man- 
ner, it is noteworthy, however, that thero 
has been an increase in the number of 
minor punishments inflicted by command- 
ing officers, the total being higher than in 
any yoar since 1870. Tho causes to which 
this is to be attributed should bo worthy

him during his visit. He said his 
thanks wore meant to be extended to 
members of every religious body. Al- 
luding to u reference to bis books that 
had been made by Dr. Storrs in the 
at' dress of welcome, Canon Farrar said . 
"I f any of you have thought that in 
my views of eternal life I have stepped 
beyond the strict limit of Catholic or- 
thodoxy, it may be apposite for ine to 
say ;i few words uliout my position. I 
am not a heretic. In a letter which 1 
received from J >r. Pusey, he said to me 
that if I could substitute tho idea of 
future probation, bf! thought that my 
views would be absolutely tenable. 1 
replied that 1 had no occasion to make 
any substitution, because to the br»st of 
my belief the word "probation" had 
not occurred in my sermons at all. In 
the second place, St. Gregory, of .Nys- 
sa, one of the greatest anil most elo- 
quent of church fathers, president of 
one of the four great Ecumenical Coun- 
cils, a canonized priest, and said to be 
the author of additional sentences in 
the Nicene creed, expressed views in

S battle, W. T. , Nov. 3. — A Tacoma 
special to tho Post-Intelligencer Bays: At 
uino this morning the anti-Chinese com- 
mittee with hundreds of Knights of Labor 
mot at a preconcerted signal and made the 
rounds of tho Ohineao houses, warning 
them to leave the city by four this after- 
noon, placing a guard around each houso 
to facilitate their preparations. Early in 
the afternoon drays were employed to 
take their baggage, it is said to Lake Viow, 
the Chinese bringing their traps and help- 
ing to load them. By threo o'clock some 
three hundred of them woro on tho 
march following the wagon? in procession 
through tho rum. Everything passed off 
quietly, no violence being employed. 
Uno Chinaman drew a pistol, but it was 
taken from him. A fow men wero allow- 
ed to remain in each house to pack up tho 
goods; but the question is practically 
settled "The Chinese have gone." It is 
Slid that a train will take them from Lake 
View in tho morning.

The Canadian Pacific. 

Cable advices from London report that 
tho houso of Baring Bros., which jointly 
with an Amsterdam firm holds a large 
block of Canadian Pacific bonds, intends 
to take over the whole issue, of which tho 
Dominion Government also holds a large 
block, and to repay to the Dominion the 
advances, amounting to §30,000,000, made 
to the road in 1S.S1. These bonds,' which 
are guaranteed by tho Dominion Govern- 
ineut, aro now quoted in London at 1)7, so 
th it if tho entire extant issue of §45,000, • 
000 be accepted by Barings at that figure, 
the railway company will ho in a position 
not only to wipe out its indebtedne.-s to 
Canada, but to apply a very considerable 
sum to tho better equipment of the lino. 
The scheme here outlined is not yet an 
accomplished fact, but there is reason to 
believe that everything promises well for 
its accomplishment. The report that the 
Barings had agreed to it sent up Canadian 
Pacific stock four or five points in London 
and New York yesterday. Tho road, liko 
all great undertakings, has had its days of 
tribulation, but the worst is now over. 
In a few weeks the line will be opened 
through to the Pacific ocoan, and the 
wonderful increase ill earnings which has 
taken place. of late will then bo swollen 
by tho revenue from British Columbia 
business, and in course of timo no doubt 
by receipts from through freights. The 
company's prospects aro bright beyond its 
highest expectations.— Toronto Mail. 

Athletic Exhibition. 

That part of tho large area of tho 
skating rink set apart for spectators wag 
comfortably tilled last night, on tho occa 
sion of tho varied exhibition by the mem- 
bers of the Victoria athletic club. Tho 
one- mile foot race was won by A. Bradley, 
in five minutes and a few seconds . A one- 
mile walking match was so hotly contested 
that, if the participants did not all at 
various intervals run, the gait was so 
much like that movement as to amount to 
tho same thing. Considerable laughter 
waa excited at the earnest and rather bel-

Tho case of Frank M. Yorke, adjourned 
from the previous day was called. 

Mr. T. Davie stated that in this par- 
ticular matter ho had had no intention of 
taking any part, especially as it might bo 
that, owing to promiiionco given in the 
matter, his evidenco might bo requirod. 
Having read tho evidence yesterday ho 
deemed it right that ho should outer into 
tho caso and conduct tho defence. Ho 
would therefore ask His Honor to recall 
Mrs. Pettingill, and aftor fresh evidence 
had boon taken, ho thought His Honor 
would see before the close of tho caso 
that the mode of procoduro which ho in- 
tended to adopt would bo in the interests 
of justice. Mr. Walls having stated tho 
chango was made with his concurrence 
the case proceeded. 

Mrs. Howe, sworn — I lived on Rao 
street, noxt door to Mrs. Pettingill, on 
the 21st of August. I do not roraeinber 
the date correctly. All I know is what 
Mrs. Pettingill told me. She was then 
standing at her front door with her two 
little boys in their night drosBos. I asked 
her what was tho mattor; she did not 
answer me for a little. In tho meantime 
Yorke came down stairs with a lamp in 
his hand, and sho told Yorko to loave the 
houso. Sho seemed very much frighton- 
ed. She asked if Mr. Lowenstein and Mr. 
McClocklow wero in my houso. I called 
them and they came in. Mrs. Pettingill 
told mo of tho affair, and Yorke asked me 
if I believed it. I told him I must believo 
it. Yorko then said it was not so, and in 
a little whild he called Mrs. Pettingill a 
liar. 

To Mr. Davie — I think sho told me bo- 
fore Yorke came down stairs. Yorke had 
his pants and undershirt on. Iininediiftoly 
1 heard Mrs. Pettingill shouting I came 
out, and saw hor at tho front door; sho 
had tho door open. Alter Mr. Yorko left 
the houso I wont up stairs with Mrs. 
Pettingill. I don't know whether there 
was a light in Mrs. Pettingill's bedroom; 
I don't think so. I saw Mrs. Pettingill 
in the hall. 

To Mr. Mills — Wo wont into Yorko's 
bedroom to see if ther.s were any matches. 
There was a box on the fljor or on tho 
bureau, I can't say which. 

Mr. Howe sworn — 1 lived on Rao street, 
next to Mr. Pettingill, on the 21st of 
August 1 was not at homo on the even- 
ing of the 21st August. On returning 
home 1 heard about it. I met Yorko 
twice after the occurrence. Ho asked if 
Mrs. Pettingill had anything to aay about 
him, and I said sho had a great deal to 
say about him. He then said, "What is 
tho matter with the womanf Sho must 
be crazy; I never wont near hor." Ho 
again spoke to me, about 1 o'clock. He 
asked me if I thought ho could settle this 
case with Pettingill for money. 1 told 
him that Mr. Pettingill had spoken to me 
about it, and from what ha said I thought 
tho only way ho could settle it was by 
leaving the country. He did not say 
what the business was ho wished to settle. 

To Mr. Davie — This was bofore Pettin- 
gill had Yorke arrested for carrying con- 
cealed weapoiiB. Both McClucklell and 
Lowenstein told me that Mrs. Pettingill 
had said she could not be sure whethor 
Yorke had put his foot on the bed or not. 
She did not appear to have told them any- 
thing more of the affair. 

To Mr. Mills — I had a conversation 
with Mrs. Pettingill on Saturday morn- 
ing. She said sho had left a light burn- 
ing in tho hall, until Mr. Yorke came 
homo, when sho requested him to blow it 
out. She said Yorko asked her where 
the alarm clock was, as ho wanted to go 
to work early in the morning. She said 
the clock was down in tho kitchen. Ho 
got the clock, and said he did not under- 
stand how to fix it. She said it was 
already set and all he had to do was to wind 
it up. He said ho could not do it, and 
she Baid sho certainly could not. He 
then asked for matches, and sho said sho 
thought there were some in his room. Ho 
answered that thero woro none in his 
room. Sho Baid he seemed to have found 
matches, as sho heard him talking to him- 
self at a distance something about tho 
matches would not burn. The next thing 
sho cried to him that he was coming into 
hor room. He answorod that he thought 
he could do her some good. She scream 
ed, and he immediately put his hand on 
her mouth. Sho said sho struggled and 
got away from him, and then ran to the 
window and called for mo. I think sho 
told me that alio thought he put his leg 
on the bed. 

Edward McClucklell was noxt sworn, 
and deposed to having been callod in from 
next door. How Mrs. Pettingell stated 
that Yorko had gone into her room and 
insulted hor; how sho had asked witness 
to put Yorko out, b_ut he hud recommend- 
ed a policeman should bo sent for. That 
Yorko had gone to hor door and that 
when he assaulted her he placed one band 
on her mouth and tho other on hor fore- 
head. The witness continued: "1 
screamed " 

Mr. T. Davie — What I did you scroiiml 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Mills (to witness). You moan to 
say that she screamed. 

Witness: Yes. (Laughter.) She scream- 
ed and threw him off. Ho wont out and 
sho kept calling to Mrs. Howo. Then 
Mr. Yorke spoke up and asked " what 

in I wanted.'' I told him I had 

nothing moro to do but to protect tho 
woman until a policeman came. Paaid: 
Mr. Yorko, you had butter leave and 
settle the thing to-morrow. Thore is no 
use to create a disturbance now. He said: 
"You keep your mouth shut," bo I got 
my Irish up 

Air. Davie: I thought you were a 
Dutchrnaiil (Laughter.) 

Witness: No— yes— I mean it was 
Yorko who said he would get his Irish up; 
and so I answered back: That just suits 
me. You get up your Irish and I'll get 
up my Dutch. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Mills: That was a pretty good 
mixture. 

Witness continued that Yorko went up 
stairs and coming down in, a fow minutes 
wanted witness to go out to the front 
gate,, but be di "lined, not being such a 
fool. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Davie: Were you not in court 
when Mr. Howo gave his evidence! 

"No," replied the witness, who all this 
time was e^poctonuhig streams of tobacco 
juioo between and around thoso near by 
with a precision of direction that bespoke 
long practice.

Aftor tho evidence had been read Mr. 
Mills, for tho prosecution, quoted section 
40, Procoduro Act, Crim. Con. Can. 

His Honor — At any rate, Mr. Mills, it 
appoars to mo that the caso is one which I 
should take under primary consideration. 

Mr. Davio — Perhaps your honor would 
like to hear mo in tho caso and on tho 
question raised. 

Ilia Honor — Yes. 

Mr. Davie then proceeded to address 
tho court, prefacing his remarks on the 
evidonce adduced, that he would not have 
appoarod or been mingled up with tho 
caso at all had it not been for the unwar- 
rantable manner in which his name had 
boon dragged before tho court He did 
not himsolf think it necessary that he 
should be placed before tho court as a 
witness in such a case, and he denounced 
it as a falsehood from beginning to end 
that ho had anything to do with tho ovi- 
dence originally produced for tho prosecu- 
tion or those interested in its production. 
Ho had heard the evidonce road, and for 
all that he was prepared to slate to 
tho Court that ho had no conference 
with Mr. Mills in his office, or with 
Mr. Pettingill there. It waa true, 
nevertheless, that Mr. Pettingill did 
couio to hie (Mr. Davie's) private residence 
on a non-professional visit, and what ho 
(tho learned oounsel) would like to know 
was what was Pettingill doing athis houso 
at that timo. Learned counsel denied 
that any overtures from the prosocution 
were accepted or entertained by him. It 
might seem that he was addressing the 
court in harsh terms so far as the prose- 
cution was concerned; but it was his duty, 
since his name had been dragged into 
oourt and ainco acting under tho instruc- 
tion of Mr. Walls, solicitor in tho case, 
to point out the character of the person by 
whom the allegation was made. Far would 
it be from him (the learned counsel) to 
defame tho character of Mrs. Pettingill on 
whoso honor and virtue not one word of 
calumny had been aspersed. But with 
all hor modesty it could not oscape obser- 
vation that she had sat in tho 
court from tho early morning, and 
apparently took a morbid delight in a case 
of theft from a house of ill-fame. Learn- 
ed counsel would ask his honor to pause 
well and considerately beforo he doalt 
with this caso.

It was not 
launched as an indecent assault, but for 
something of much greater gravity and in 
that tho prosecution had utterly failod, 
Counsel then proceeded to comment on 
tho extreme indiscretion of Mrs. Pettin- 
gill leaving her room door ajar, with 
lights burning at all times of tho night, 
rendering the house a magnet and attrac- 
tion for passers-by Tho wh ile tenor of 
her ovidenco was palpably untrue, so far 
as it wont to allege that defendant at- 
tempted to violate hor. Moreover, no 
immediate attempt was made to arrest tho 
defendant on this charge. Ho waa simply 
charged by the prosecutrix's husband for 
carrying concealed weapons. It might be 
admitted that Yorke went into Mrs. Pot- 
tiiigill's room, but so far and no further.

Itu&tia Denounces Bulgaria. 

ENGLAND. 

LONDON, Nov. ;i. — Mr. Stead, editor of 
tho Pall Mall Gazette, continued his tes- 
timony on tho opening of tho Central 
criminal court to-day. lie declined giv- 
ing names of persons alleged to be guilty 
of the infamy charged in the Gazette's 
sta'. ment, on tho ground that he had 
promised his informants to observe Bocresy 
in that respect. He stated that lie had 
gained bis information by drinking cham- 
pagne and spending his money in broth- 
els, Stead then offered to call the wit- 
ness, but Justice Lopes declined. His 
honor likewise declined the evidence of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Mr. Stead admitted that ho might have 
boen muddled somewhat as to the state- 
ments of Mrs. Jarrett. The t»ttorney- 
general twitted Stead over his assumed 
simplicity, and said that Kliza had boen 
taken a distance of three hundred miles 
in a singlo night by a man who was her 
only companion. Stead said he had en- 
trusted the details of the affair to Bram- 
woll Booth. Tho defence closed their 
side of tho case thia afternoon. Justice 
Lopes directod the jury to return a ver- 
dict of "not guilty" as to one of tho de- 
fendants, Eliza Bootheoombo, of the Sal- 
vation army, who testified that she acted 
entirely under the directions of Bramwell 
Booth. 

Howard Vincent, the well known news- 
paper correspondent, who re-organized 
the dotective system of tho Metropolitan 
police, with the designation of director 
of criminal investigations, and Lord Dal- 
housie testified to the magnitude of the 
infamous traffic in young girls for 
immoral purposes on tho continent. 

Tho case of Mrs. Langtry, for refusing 
to pay household debts, contracted while 
living with her husband, came up to-day 
before tho Brompton county court. Mrs. 
Langtry did not appoar; judgment waa 
given for the plaintiff. 

RUSSIA. 

Sr. PurKKsnuito, Nov. :i. — The Journal 
de St. Petersburg, commenting upon tho 
speech of Count Kalnosky, Austrian- 
Hungarian foreign minister, on Saturday 
last, says tho speech strikes one by its 
marked cloarness and the correct ideas 
expressed. The J ournal denounces Bul- 
garia for seeking to onlist the sympathy 
of tho western powers by justifying a un- 
ion of Bulgaria and Eastern Rounielia 
as measures necessary to prevent a Rus- 
sian protectorate, which the Journal as- 
serts is a fantastic excuse.

Justice is a stage upon which many 
strange dramas of life are played j but 
few more startling than that in which 
Mine. Laisier lias filled tho chief role. 
She appeared in court in connection 
with the sale of a small cottage at 
Montreuol, which M. Galas, a commis- 
sion agent, had seized on behalf of her 
creditora Mine. Laisier upon entering 
the court gazed round her for a minute 
tjien perceiving M. Galas, chatting 
with several lawyers, she walked up to 
him and opening a reticule which she 
had on her arm, took out a bottle of 
vitriol, the contents of which she threw 
in his face. M. Galas fell shrieking to 
the floor, with both eyes destroyed and 
his face terrible burned. Quick as 
thought Mine. Laisier produced a re- 
volver and placed the muzzle in her 
mouth with the intention of commit- 
ting suicide, but before she could pull 
the trigger she was seised by a coupie 
of gendarmes, who disarmed her and 
carried her oil' to tho cells.

The sweetened extract is put 
into a glass, as sirup ordinarily is, before 
the carbonated water is fizzed in, and it la 
amusing to watch tho anxiety of tho fair 
bummers to get still horns. It is only in 
the lowest of groggeries that whisky is 
portioned out in glasses that will bold no 
more than what tho seller considers a 
squro drink. Tho almost universal bar 
practice is to let a man measure his own 
whisky by a mental adjustment of his 
appetite and his honor. 

* I tried tho experiment, " said a Uroad- 
way druggist, when I asked him why he 
did not introduce that masculine fashion 
to the belles, "and found it wouldn't do 
at alL Tho daintiest dear with tho 
ealisaya bottle in her little hands won't 
hesitate to till tho glass to within an inch 
of the top.

Dr. Cyrus Thomas, who is in charge of 
tho division od mound exploration of tho 
Bureau of Ethnology, has in the last three 
years obtained about l.'i.OOO specimens of 
the handiwork of the mound builders, tho 
study of which, with the survey of tha 
mounds themselves and their surround 
ings, is gradually leading to a solution of 
certain arch eologic riddle* which a few 
years ago seemed insolvable. 

While some of the mounds are doubt- 
loos very ancient, others similar in character 
and equally interesting havo cortaiuly been 
built up Binco the advent of Europeans. 
A string of sleigh bells much corroded 
but still capable of tinkling, was found 
among the Lint and bouo implements in a 
mound in Tennessee, while in Mississippi, 
at tho point where De Soto is supposed ta 
have tarried a Spanish coat of arms in 
silver, one blade of a pair of scissors ami 
other articles of European manufacture) 
wero found in positions which indicated 
that they wero burled by tho original 
builder of the mounds. 

In a Georgia mound two copper plv.es 
wero found, upon which were stampod 
figures resembling tho sculptures upon 
tho Central American ruins. Tho 
workmanship is vastly superior to 
thai displayed uti the articlr; 1 of pottery, 
stone and bone found in the mounds, and 
their origin and purpose are not yet ex- 
plainable. Aside from these plates not h • 
f ug lias been found to indicate a connec- 
tion between the mound builders and the 
Aztecs or the I'ucblos, while on tha other 
hand, there appears many reasons for not 
going beyond" the C herokeos and their fel- 
low red men of the Ohio and Mississippi 
valley to find the origin of these curious 
erections. 

The purpose of tho mounds still re- 
mains in somo case.) a mystery, but in 
others they are known to havo been made 
sometimes for burial place3, and some- 
times as foundations for Indian village* 
secure from the floods to which the low 
lands were periodically subjected.

WHEREAS THE PRESENT PUBLIC LIGHTING 
of tin City of Victoria Is insufficient, and it Is 
expedient and necessary to extend and Improve the 
same, and for that purpose to raise by way of loan, 
upon the credit of the said C.ty, the sum of S 10,000. 

And whereas !t will require the sum of §1,050 to be 
raised annually by special rate for the payment of 
the debt lutended to be hereby created and the In- 
terest thereon. 

And whereas the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the said City, according to the last re- 
vised assessment roll, is *o, 000, 000. 

And whereas It will require an annual special rate 
of 1-32 of one cent in tho dollar for paying the Inter- 
est and creatine an equal yearly sinking' fund for 
paying the principal of the said intended debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal! y Act, 1SSI. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Council of tho Cor 
poratlon of the City of Victoria as follows: —

less such debenture! shall be sooner paid. 

C. It shall be lawful for the said Corporation from 
time Lu time to repurchase any of the said debentures 
at such price or prices as shall in each ease bo mutu- 
ally agreed, and all dehen:ures so repurchased 
shall he forthwith cancelled, and no reissue of deben- 
tures or of any debenture shall be made in conse- 
quence of such repurchase.
